The new Christian church of this 
city stands practically 
completed 
and takes rank with other beauti­ 
ful church edifices built in recent 
years, and which 
have 
brought 
fame to Bryan, now known far 
and wide as a city of churches and 
schools. 
The new edifice is of the 
Doric style o f architecture, the gen­ 
eral dim ens ion s being 42 x 70 feet, 
the outside wall height 
36 feet. 
Four massive columns adorn the 
principal or south entrance, two 
columns being re-in forced by pil­ 
lars of pressed buff brick, 11 cavy 
buttresses and broad concrete steps 
lead up to the South and cart en­ 
trance landings. 
There are also 
two re nr entrances, approached by 
1 concrete steps, and 
walks 
pass­ 
ing around the building and reach­ 
ing fill four entrances. 
The building is a pressed brick 
veneer structure, with elaborate ex­ 
terior concrete and cornice finish­ 
ing work, the colors tieing buff and 
gray* Farge panel doors of grain­ 
ed oak finish are supplied. 
The interior is divided into the 
Auditorium 
and 
Sunday 
school 
room, with sloping floor, and ceil­ 
ing 24 feet high in^the Auditorium. 
Stairs lead from th** Sunday school 
room to a large gallery 25 x 48, 
available for large crowds, for Sun­ 
day school work and social gather­ 
ings.
